RESENTATIVES. JARRING HAS TOLD ISRAELI FOREIGN 
MINISTER EBAN THAT HE DOES NOT INTEND TO SUBMIT A 
URITTEN REPORT TO U THANT AT THIS TIME-, BUT HE IN- 
DICATED THAT IF MEETINGS CANNOT BE ARRANGED UITHIN 
^-■SOME UEEKS^-* HE UILL FEEL FORCED TO RETURN THE 
ARAB-ISRAELI (3UESTI0N TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL. 
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THE EGYPTIANS-, HOUEVER-, CONTINUE TO MAINTAIN 
THEIR POSITION THAT THEY UILL NOT NEGOTIATE IN THE 
SAME ROOM UITH THE ISRAELIS. CAIRO HAS AGREED TO 
INDIRECT TALKS AND NO LONGER DEMANDS UITHDRAUAL OF
